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One of the best ways to interest junior high school students 
in the democratic way of life is through the reading of biography. 
Once young people realize that this form of literature is just as 
engrossing as fiction, and that it is about real people who have 
contributed something worthwhile to society, they are enthusiastic 
about it. They find that it definitely appeals to their imagination 
and sympathies. 

Emulation, encouragement, faith in human nature and faith 
in one’s self are by-products of reading in the biographical field. 


Many successes in life give testimony to the statement that biography, 
more than any other form of literature, has been known to inspire a 
youth with faith in himself and to give him a determination to make 
the most of his life.* 


As an approach to the appreciation of history, biography is 
again most useful. “By showing the hopes and fears, the schemes,

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passions and kindnesses of historical characters, history can be 
made to gain greatly in reality.” * The “man” in history is of first 
importance. As Gamaliel Bradford said, 


The individual human being is the center of the world, and perhaps 
no better key can be chosen to help human beings to understand the 
world. The human being is all great movements of history. He makes 
it and is in turn made by it. To understand the great movements of 
history, you cannot have a richer clue than personalities, as they en- 
twine with each other, to make events.* 


The Oxford Dictionary defines biography as “the history of 
the lives of individual men as a branch of literature.” This defini- 
tion “insists on three essential elements—history, individual, and 
literature’; it prescribes by implication that biography must be a 
truthful record of an individual and composed as a work of art.” * 

If biography is to be the history of a person’s life, then it should 
be as authentic as research can make it. The author must read 
everything that can be located about the individual, and contem- 
porary times of the personality must be studied and all comments 
—good or bad—must be considered. Objectivity in presentation 
of the material also must be kept in mind. “The hero’s deeds 
should speak for themselves.” > Sometimes ambiguity may ap- 
pear, but the reader will have to make his own decision about the 
contradictory evidence. In a good biography every incident and 
every description must be documented. This is not always done 
in juvenile biography, but as May Hill Arbuthnot says, “Although 
children may never read footnotes, nevertheless, careful documen- 
tation is a guarantee to adults of the authenticity of the material, 
and it could serve a similar purpose for older children and young 
people.” ® 

One of the results of man’s increased knowledge of personality 
through psychological and scientific research has been the emphasis 
on the biography of the whole man. “Biographies often give the 
reader, if not a great man remembered with a gun, at least a man 
who thought he was great brought back without his halo.” * There 
is justifiable disapproval on the part of some critics to presenting 
young people with the whole truth about an individual. Authors

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can take care of this situation, however, by concluding the biog- 
raphy before the tragedies and scandals commence, or they can 
omit objectionable incidents. Vivid details are another important 
part of good biography. In the past most biographies told about 
the large affairs in which the individual played a part, but avoided 
any account of him as a personality. In present-day biography it 
is the incidents—big and little—revealing the individual’s personal 
traits which bring the personality to life for the reader. 


Biography like any other branch of literature should be a 
carefully planned composition. The author must gather his ac- 
cumulated research material together and synthesize these facts 
until the individual emerges as an integrated human being. Out 
of this unity comes the theme. As Maurois points out, 


The biographer, like the portrait painter and the landscape painter, 
must pick out the essential qualities in the whole subject which he is 
contemplating. By such a choice, if he can make the choice without 
weakening the whole, he is very precisely performing the artist’s 
function.® 


A pleasing style and a pattern are important, too. The prose 
must be beautiful to read and suitable to the subject matter and 
to the mood of the biography. 


Juvenile biography differs from adult biography in three im- 
portant aspects. Two of those have already been discussed—first, 
biographies for children are usually not documented and second, 
these biographies may not be a complete account of the person. 
The third difference is the use of dialog to tell known facts and 
to interpret the thoughts of the characters. Regardless of the legiti- 
macy of the use of conversation, a great deal of it is found in 
young people’s biography. 

Varying viewpoints exist among authors in their attitude to- 
ward their subjects. This results in different types of biographies. 
In general, these attitudes take the following forms: (1) laudatory 
—praise of the individual; (2) episodic—events in an individual’s 
life that seem most interesting and pertinent; (3) evaluating— 
placement of emphasis on the contributions made by the individual 
rather than on the events in his life; (4) critical—stress on criti- 
cism on the works of the individual, particularly of a literary char- 
acter, in preference to a balanced discussion of his life and his 
contributions; (5) impressionistic—sensing of the personality of 
the individual since few facts upon which to base a life story are 
presented; (6) psychological—accent on the subjective life of the

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individual with an attempt to reveal the effect of this inner life 
of the person through a reflection of the changing quality of his 
work; (7) debunking—revelation of the individual with all his 
merits and faults.® 


Biographies have certain uses. These uses as listed by Logasa 7° 
are: recreation—creating of vicarious experiences in the reader; 
information—furnishing of the human interest story for all forms 
of knowledge; inspiration—giving encouragement to aspire and 
attain, thus aiding in enrichment.of character ; vocation choosing— 
presenting the lives of men and women who have become suc- 
cessful in their chosen life work. 


A new trend in the field of biography is that of the biography 
series. The Bobbs-Merrill Company, with its “Childhood of Fa- 
mous Americans,” was among the first to use this method in 
presenting biography to young people. The “Signature Books,” 
which present life stories of the characters, are published by Gros- 
set and Dunlap, with Enid Meadowcraft-as editor of the series. 
In 1950 Random House began a successful series called the “Land- 
mark Books.” A series of biographies, all of the books being 
written by Genevieve Foster, is being issued by Charles Scribner 
and Sons. The “Initial Biographies” is the name of this series. 
Another series which is written by a single author, Clara Ingram 
Judson, contains biographical information about the Presidents of 
the United States. Some of the finest biographies for young people, 
however, are still to be found outside any series. 


In evaluating a biography there are certain criteria that should 
be considered. The following is a possible outline for judgment 
of this type of literature: 


1. Suitability and desirability of subject matter. Will it tend 
to develop desirable attitudes and appreciations ? 

2. Readable form. Is it appropriate for intended age group? 

3. Accuracy of material. Does it present a true picture histori- 
cally of the individual ? 

4. Unbiased presentation of material. 

5. Delineation of the whole man, with vivid details. 

6. Literary style. Are the vocabulary, sentence structure, form, — 
and diction appropriate for the subject matter and for the 
intended reader? 

7. Attractive format. Are the appearance, binding, paper, mar- 
gins, type, and space between lines acceptable?

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8. Satisfactory illustrations. Are-they appropriate and attrac- 
tive? 

9. Stimulation. Does it leave the adolescent with the desire to 
read additional material in related subject matter ? 


Although more and more young people read biography of their 
own volition, there are always some who need motivation. Audio- 
visual materials can be very helpful. Background information, in- 
volving place and time, presented on film or filmstrip, will give 
the young person a desire to obtain more knowledge about the 
individual. Shortened film versions of books and incidents from 
books can also be helpful; so can films or filmstrips dealing with 
the life of an individual. 

Recordings played for the students will lead them to biography, 
too. There are records to accompany the “Landmark Books” and 
these can give youth the impetus for reading. Some of the “You 
Are There” recordings can be helpful also. Playing selections— 
poetry, music, drama, or story—is often a successful means of 
stimulating interest in the personalities whose work has been re- 
corded. Sometimes radio or television programs can be used for 
motivation. Interest in the person or persons presented leads to 
the desire for additional information. Indiana University has “The 
Indiana School of the Sky,” a series of public service radio broad- 
casts, which it presents every winter. These programs feature 
books in one series of broadcasts and literature in another series ; 
much of the material is biographical in nature. The tape recording 
is another audio-visual material that can be used effectively. These 
tapes are usually taken from personal appearances made by authors 
of biographies or by individuals about whom biographies have been 
written. Sometimes tape recordings of a radio or a television pro- 
gram can be used with success for creating curiosity in a person’s 
life. For example, tape recordings are made of many of the pro- 
grams on “The Indiana School of the Air” and are very useful 
for student motivation. 

When utilizing audio-visual materials, it is important that an 
evaluation be made in terms of the intended use. One cannot think 
intelligently concerning the use of such materials except in refer- 
ence to the needs of youth and the development of concepts to 
meet these needs. Edgar Dale gives eight questions to be kept in 
mind when evaluating audio-visual materials : 


1. Do the materials give a true picture of the ideas they present? 
2. Do they contribute meaningful content to the topic under 
study ?

. Do they tend to improve human relations?

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. Is the material appropriate for the age, intelligence, and ex- 


perience of the group? 


. Is the physical condition of the materials satisfactory? 
. Is there a teacher’s guide available to promote help in ef- 


fective use of material? 
Do they make students better thinkers, critically minded? 


Is the material worth the time, expense, and effort in- 
volved ? 11 


Another question that should be added is whether it is conducive 
to motivating the student to read biography. 


To assist those who are desiring information concerning biog- 
raphies for junior and senior high school students with correlated 
audio-visual material, a compilation of available books on approved 
lists having aids to use in conjunction with them has been prepared. 
The films, filmstrips, recordings, transcriptions, and tape record- 
ings were selected for their motivation value in the creation of 
interest and stimulation of reading of the accompanying books. 
This material is classified under the heading of the individual whose 
life is depicted.
